Washington.—Although the roots of 
the plant known as the “water hem­ 
lock" contain a deadly poison, its 
tops and seeds in hay will not harm 
cattle, according to scientists of tho 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture. 
These scientists, whose special­ 
ty it is to investigate plants from 
which drugs and poisons are taken, 
have been compiling data on this 
plant, which is one of the most deadly 
known in America. 
The department 
has just issued a bulletin (No. 69) 
containing a comprehensive statement 
of these experiments and entitled 
“(Meats or Water Hemlock.” 
Besides its scientific name "Cicuta” 
and its more populxr name “water 
hemlock,*’ the plant is known in vari­ 
ous localities as "cowbane,” ‘‘wild 
parsley,” "snakeroot.” “spotted hem­ 
lock,’’ 
"snakew ***d” 
and 
"beaver 
poison.” 
In New Mexico it has been 
known as 
"Pecos." 
The plant has 
also popular German names, as it is 
found In Germany. 
The plants grow in net places such 
as swam [Mi and i r r i g a t i n g ditches Iii 
nearly all of our northern and west­ 
ern states. When the root of the plant 
is rut open drops of an aromatic oil 
ar** seen. 
These give the root a pe­ 
culiar odor and are popularly thought 
to bi* the source of the poison. 
The j 
poison is indeed in the root, but is 
secreted in the fen of a resin which 
is distinct from th** oil. 
Although tho 
poison is most deadly, the faet that it 
is confined to the roots rather than . 
extending to the tops and seeds ac 
counts for the fact that it causes hut j 
comparatively few deaths. 
Th** total 
loss from such weeds as "loco' and 
"larkspur” is much greater. 
There have been relatively few hu- I 
man beings poisoned by this weed In 
America. Most of these afflicted have 
been children who have been poisoned 
In the spring, when the dangerous el# - J 
merit in the plant seems most active. ' 
Gases of such poison are recorded in i 
Maine, New 
Hampshire, 
Masaachu- 
potffc, New York, New Jersey, th nnsyl* 
van la. Mouth Faroiina, ohio. Kentucky, 
nfriHAiis, Indiana, Michigan, W|s< flip Ain, 
Minnesota, iowa. North and South 
Dakota, Arizona. Nevada and Utah ? 
The* total number is very small, five 
cases for instance, having beati retort­ 
ed in one year in Montana, of which 
four wert' fatal.

The symptoms as described above 
are quit** different from those pro- j 
due* d by the drug plant culled hem­ 
lock, with which the ancient Greeks 
were familiar. 
A description of the 
death of Socrates from the Greek 
hemlock poison is given in great de­ 
tail by Plato. 
Th** Greeks used this 
poison to do away with criminals 
it 
was 
also 
used 
by 
suicides. 
The 
water hemlock" of more temperate 
regions was probably given its nam** 
merely 
because 
it 
resembled 
the 
tJreek plant in being deadly poison­ 
ous 
There is no actual relation be­ 
ta een the two plants. 
As patients have usually recovered 
when attempts to vomit were success­ 
ful, the logical remedy Is considered 
by scientists to be an emetic 
lf this 
Is given promptly with the first symp­ 
toms a favorable recovery may be 
expected. The emetic i» logically fol­ 
lowed by a cathartic to rid th** body 
completely of til** dangerous principle. 
When convulsions are violent some 
fur rn of opium may be given to cole

down rather than an upbuilding proc 
ess, and that, in repealing th**-o de 
feet)vc laws. nothing would be placed 
in their stead. 
"In th** great mass of sanitary b g 
inlation at present to be found on our 
statute books there is one noticeable 
omission. 
Few of th** states have an 
efficient law for th** collection of mor 
bidtty statistics. 
We have been mar 
v* lonely illogical with regard to our 
vital statistics. 
We have collected

births,

deaths, none of which conditions is 
[•articularly dangerous to th** public 
health, and have almost entirely lost 
sight of the sick man, who is th** point 
from which most human disease* nr* 
disseminated. 
"Once a [»erson is dead his danger 
outness is lost, and so far a* prac­ 
tical he is an almost negligible fac 
tor. 
It is the living carrier of dis 
ease which is dangerous. 
Morbid it)

collection of morbidity reports thus 
makes it [nmsible to know where tt 
fake the pro|n r precaution* for th* 
j protection of persons who may be ex 
posed to a given disease, and then* 
j fore acta as a prophylactic measure 
I for the community at large.
